(who promiſe at cher Ordinarion only caſti-

Farm, and obligech chem dire#ly nomore to 
refraiy Marriage, than to teach others ſo ts 
d0;): weredivorced from their Wives, and 
deemed.co have made a ſolemn p:ofeſsion 
of Chaſtitie, according to thoſe Verſes, 

Ordo, Sacer, ve(ts, profeſſia Religionis 

. Qus ſit faita palam, factunt ſolemnia vota. 
. The Marryed Clergy were in all places re- 
preſented as Lewd Fellows , Nay, it came to 
chat paſs immediately, as that they were im- 
puced inch an unworthy ſors of Men; that they 
Ought not to be (aid, 4ye-unco in /alutarion * 
nor facto come ctotheir T ables or Preſence, 
for difteining cheir' Holineſs and: myſtical

eujar Prieſts of the Eng/hChurch were never

they were nor bound by reaſon of any Yow,

' thetn to ſay they did nothing but what way 
' warranted by the Laws of the Land , the Con- 
pocation, or Scripture, and Fathers : they 
were condemned for breach of Vows, as if 
chey had been Ordained by Romiſh Pontifical 
and not that of England. The Popiſh Clergy 
cold chem, char wpon che repealing of the 
Laws in being , the old: Laws and Canons did 
ipſo fatts rake place , and oblige , chough 
there was no expreſs Statute for it, and 
chough the Queens Commiſion was, that rhey 
ſhould proceed according to Learning and' Dif: 
cretion in thu weighty matter": and that they 
ſhould not put any other Canons and Conflitu- 
zions of the Church in exerciſe , than ſuch as 
might ſtand with the Law of the Realm. Yet for 
all: this grave and gracious Advertiſement, 
divers of che Officials proceeded ſo far a- 
gainſt Learning , diſcretion, and Laws of the 
R:alm in moſt places, fo that the poor 
Subje&s and Oratours were far otherwiſe 
uſed than ore woald have imagined, conſ#- 
dering the truſt committed rothem. 1neruth it 
appears that all Pleas were invalid againſt che 
Arbitrary proceedings. of thoſe times; and 
whatever was alledged out of the Laws and 
Conſtiturions of Engl end,though never ſo 019}. 
and made inthe times of Popery, (and who 
ſafe, if ſuch a defence be env alid:) were de- 
feated by this general aſſertion of Dr. Mar- 
#19, and others, that no Laws bind ag ainſt the 
| Churchy 
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Churth, but are ipſo jure & ipſo ſults unlawe 
ful, void, and of none effe&; That a parti- 
exlar Church, « little Member of the whole, 
cannor derog ate che univerſal Law of the 
Church. They proceedet ſo far as to tell 
Men, chat the 4s of K.Edward VI. did not 
take away the penalty of the Canon Laws :and 
incerpreted that Act ot Q. Mary, which bare= 
ly repealed the Starures of K. Edward, as it 
had annulled the Marriages of Prieſts, Nay, 
though there were a Srature in force then, 
made triceſime ſecunde -t Henry the Eighth, 
that no Reſervation or Prohibition (Gods Law 
except ) ſhall trouble or impeach any Marriage, 
without the ſaid Levitical Degrees : and that all 


ſuch be lawful perſons to comtrath, which be not 


prohibited by Gods Law to marry. -Yet did they 
proceed to annull the Afarriagesz and ar- 
gued,that the Prieſts could rake no advantages 
of the Law, any longer than ut continued: and 
that the a»cient Laws of theChurch were never 
extinguiſhed , but only for a time ſhadowed, 
and brought aſleep. Ie was furcher argued by 
the married Clergy thus: But to return again 
ro. Dr. Martins aſſertion, wherein he defineth, 
that the Church- Canons be ready, watching 
firaightways to fall into mens necks, upon 
repeal of ſuch Seatutes 15 kept them back : 
which be doth ſo boldly, that belike the wiſe and 
well learned Commiſaries, in diyerſe places, 
without further adviſement, taketh upon the 3 
2 29073 
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wonderou ſtoutly, to ſeparate, not only Regus 
lars, but Seculars roo, ag ainft their wills and 
conſents.” "Upon which their doings , I would 
4k them & queſtion : How they can gloſe the 
words of K, Heanries Stature in the XX VIL 
year of his Reign, where it is plainly decreed in 
Law, that all manner of Licenſes, Dilpens 
ſations. and Faculcies obtained of the Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbary, in matters not repug- 
pant or comrary to the holy Scriptures, and 
Laws of God, ſhall ſtand in full Authority 
and ſtrength, withouc any revocation or re» 
peal hereafter to be had of any ſuch Licence, 
And I know diverſe married Prieſts,which bave 
ſuch Diſpenſations, ſome corrobor ated by the 
Kings Broad Seal, and ſome by the ſaid Arch- 
Biſhops Seal. 1 would fain learn , how they 
underſtand theſe weighty Laws of the Realm. 
Belike, as they have proceeded im Depr:vations 
of many Men, nevyer called, «r ci:cd, never 
convict, ner confeſled; and ſome called on one 
day, and flat deprived on the next day, not ex-+ 
amining. whether he were Secwlar, or Regu- 
lar, married before Orders, or after, withoxt 
all manner of inquiſition 3 $0 belike they deþre 
£0 proceed in Separations, ag ainſt both Gad's 
Law, and cheir own. - And as for the Laws of 
the Realm, they make but waſhway of them, 
ſo little compting of themgthut if a Lord ſpoald 
ſee his Tenants an his Court-Baron ſo litfle re- 
gerd the by-Laws of his Courts, he would chink 
them

them not unworthy, to looſe their Copies, — 
To this the only anſwer I can find, is, The 
marriages of the Clergy be [/o great offences, 
that they cannot be forgiven by no manner, 

means; no not by Chriſts Blood, bar only by 
# Separation. And Dr. Martin ſaith further- 
more, that Biſbops and Priefls haye ſo great de= 
formities and shars yet remaining in their Bo- 
dies and Souls, for cheir old Incefts , (as he 
call 5 them) that they cannos be mitigated by 
any gentle Medicine, Chriſtian Clemency , no 
net purged yet, nor ſuſſiciently puniſhed, with 
the deprivations of all their Livings , bar 
maſt look. for much more yet, Curſes, Excom- 
munications, Excoriations, Confiſcations; 
open Pennance, yea, the Devil, Hell, and all. 
-—- And Dr. Martin aſſures the Clergy that 
they were dealt with very favonrably in being 
turned our of their Afſiniſtrarrons, and no 
furcher Penalties inflited on them. *'Tis 
not tobe denyed, but that after they were 
earned our of their Livings , the Gburch did 
mercifully open her lapto receive them ines 
new Benefices and Livings, though they bad 
loſt rbeir old, where they had done coſt, Bur 
ſuch was the Churches merciftl lap, in recei- 
viog her own 'begotten Children to mini- 
ſiration again, that yer firſt they muſt ſpeak 
their own ſhame im Bulls of their Penmence, ly- 
ing againſt chemſelyes , moſt vilely 8: ſhame» 
fally diſabling cheir credit and eſtimation 
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for ever. . They miſt profeſs an earneſt and 
bearty repentance of that foul fin of Unchaſtis 
tie by marrying, relinquiſh their Fives for 
the future, and bear ſuch a pare in Proceſs3on, 
as Fane Shore doth in che Pupper-Plays; car- 
rying Tapers in their hands : I could wiſh all 
our Clergy would reſor: to BartholomewFair, 
and behold that ſpeZacle, and judge of chat 
happy condition into which ther ſupinizy 
will precipitate chem. Somedid undergo it 
inthe days of Q. Mary : and, Surely in ſome 
places the Churches mercy was ſo ſore extended, 
that whoſe Wives were two or three years paſt 
before departed, yet they could not be admitted 
again to miniſtration , but muſt do open Pen- 
nance, and go before the Croſs, without any re« 
demption or intreaty that could be made ; and 
the parties ſuch as by whom the Commiſaries 
themſelves could alledge not one point of diſho- 
nefty, or evil opinion in all their converſation be- 
fides forth, Shall Lay-men hereafter truſt well 
of the Churches Mercy, if they come within their 
claws, when the Clergy are thus dealt with ? 
Of whom ſome diſſented in no Point at all from 
the Papiſts, but only in this fat, which the Law 
made them bo/dto adventure on, —T hus, Sir, 
were thoſe Clergy-men ſerved, who betore 
that fatal change, were in as good and law- 
ful poſfeflion of their Wives and Livings, as 
any Subje& ever ſhall have of any thing here« 
after, Noristhere any way for the preſent 
Clergy, 
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Elergy to avoid the like inveniencies ſhould 
ſuch 4 Revolution happen (from which the 
greateſt ſecurity ws have , as to humane and 
Political Aﬀars, is the great Zeal which our 
Prince continues to ſhew for the Church of 
England , and that unqueftionable unſhakes 
conſtancy with which Hi eMaieſfty perſiſted 
to be a Proteftant during his Exile) except it 
be confelled that they are nor in Orders, and 
that the Succeſsion did ceaſe in the EleQion 
of Matthew Parker to be Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury : this is a thing the wh 9 do 
commonly ſay: and Dr, Champney bath wric 
a plauſible Book ro prove it : and if it betrue, 
that He which makes arbitrarily Biſhops in 
Greece, of Chalcedon, Corinth, 8c. hath or. 
dained ſome for England, and Ireland, tis 
eafic to Judge what courſes will be taken; 
ſhould Proteſtancy laoſe its Legal force , agd 
power, Perhaps you will ſay chat ſuch a reyo- 
Iution would endanger the Layety alſo, and 
bring the Crown of his Majeſty into Queſtion, 
whether it be fexdatory, or no : *tis true ir» 
deed, that the Papifts do now entitle ſome of 
their Clergy tO our old Abbeys and Monaſteries, 
and in France there is a Nunnery that layes 
claim to Sion houſe, and they are called the 
Nuns of Sion. *'Tis moſt true that the Pope 
doth reckon upon our Kingdom as held in Fee 
of the Papacy, and to th's purpoſe did Beller- 
mine produce unto K. James other Argue 
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
